BSA survey of computer 
use is completed 


Sixty firms, representing approximately 
2,400 employees in Boston-area architec- 
tural firms, responded to the BSA Com- 
puters in Architecture Committee’s 1986 
survey of computer-users. 


In 1986, 1 person in 5 has a working 
knowledge of one type of computer 
system, while in 1984 the ratio was 1 in 7. 
It is clear from the results, and a com- 
parison with the earlier 1984 survey, that 
professionals are steadily increasing their 
use of computers. For the first time, ac- 
cording to the survey responses, more 
professionals have a working knowledge 
of at least one type of computer system 
than do support staff personnel. As a 
group we still may be in the ‘getting ac- 
quainted’ stage with computers, but there 
are many examples of professionals saving 
themselves time and effort in dozens of 
real-world uses. 


From respondents’ comments, it is clear 
that, for the larger architectural firms, 
computers are inevitable and already in 
place. For the smaller firm, the benefits of 
the computer may not yet outweigh the 
problems of equipment cost and time 
required to learn a system.

Members may nominate other candidates 
by filing a petition signed by seven active 
members and received in the BSA offices 
by 4 pm, September 17, 1986. Ballots will 
be mailed in October. 


The survey results have been very useful 
in establishing goals for the Committee, 
and for selecting seminars for the upcom- 
ing Build Boston ’86 show, November 
19-20 at the World Trade Center in 
Boston. Please join us for one of the eight 
seminars sponsored by the Computers in 
Architecture Committee. 


The seminars will focus on the present 
and the future of computer use in the of- 
fice. National industry leaders have stated 
that we are entering an era of irrevocable 
changes — an end of working drawings as 
we know them, and a restructuring of the 
work environment. Design creativity will 
be increased, as designers will have better 
access to materials, costs, and design 
alternatives. Expect the advent of a con- 
sulting video disk, a living graphic stan- 
dards and library of examples. Interested?

AIA says ‘yes’ to ethics, 
passes on licensing issue 


The AIA Convention in San Antonio in 
June was marked by floods, heat waves 
and the beautiful San Antonio Riverwalk. 


It was also marked by the adoption by 
AIA members of the new AIA Code of 
Ethics and Professional Conduct. This is 
the code that evolved from the Boston 
draft. Copies of the new code will be 
available to members soon. 


The controversy over the AIA’s stated 
policy on licensing of design professionals, 
and its implied opposition to the licensing 
of landscape architects, died a slow and 
agonizing death at the Convention as 
representatives of the New England and 
Western regions of the AIA withdrew 
their somewhat different resolutions on 
the issue. The AIA agreed to alter its 
policy statement to eliminate the implicit 
opposition to licensing of landscape archi- 
tects. The issue smolders still, however, as 
the AIA braces for reportedly imminent 
turf challenges from interior designers. 


New England delegates failed in an at- 
tempt to change the AIA fiscal year for a 
variety of administrative reasons but 
received unanimous Convention support 
for a resolution that sought a national 
AIA commitment to architecture-oriented 
public awareness efforts in primary and 
secondary schools. 


Next year the AIA convenes in Orlando. 
No Mickey Mouse jokes. 


MIT scientists create 
hologram with computer 


Scientists at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology’s Media Laboratory recently 
demonstrated the first free-standing 
holographic image generated directly from 
a computer. The technique is expected to 
have widespread applications in five to ten 
years in such fields as design, medicine 
and architecture. 


The holographic stereogram, the product 
of lasers and optical systems, makes it 
possible to view a three-dimensional image 
as a suspended object floating in space in 
front of the observer, with nothing be- 
tween the image and the viewer. 


“You have a two-dimensional image on a 
computer screen and you can rotate it to 
give a three-dimensional perspective, but 
you can never really see it as a solid,”’ 
said MIT’s Dr. Stephen Benton. 


“Using our system, the image is complete- 
ly projected into space, suspended, float- 
ing in front of the observer,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘You get a real sense of what it’s 
going to look like, and thus you have a 
much more effective interface with the 
computer.”’ 


Using the technology, Dr. Benton said, 
architects should be able one day to show 
buildings in three-dimension rather than 
on the drawing-board.

In Memoriam: Lowell Erickson, Hon. AIA 


Lowell Erickson died last month. I would 
like to speak to his life. Lowell, as much 
as anyone I have ever known, sought ex- 
cellence in all he did, for himself and for 
those around him, and that excellence had 
as its focus Architecture and the public it 
engages. 


Lowell came to the Boston Society of 
Architects as Executive Director in 1969, 
just a few years after I returned to 
Boston. By the time I became more active 
in the BSA in the early ’70s, he was 
already concentrating on the relationship 
of architects and the world they touched 
— the people around us. In those years, it 
was architectural compensation that con- 
cerned him, and he constructed the first 
series of published fee schedules that we 
produced. For Lowell, it was not just the 
dollars . . . it was the statement they 
made to the public of our value as 
architects. 


Lowell believed in that value and wanted 
more direct contact with people. He 
wanted a storefront, so he produced a 
bookstore where the public and architec- 
ture came together once again. It was a 
model for chapters across the country. 


Lowell wanted even more. He wanted an 
office next to the store where architects 
dropped in for a sandwich and conversa- 
tion at lunch and shared those conversa- 
tions not only with each other but with 
the public as well. The marketplace mov- 
ed too quickly for us in Boston in the *70s 
to make that dream a reality, so Lowell 
took the architects to the public. The 
Boston Foundation for Architecture was 
born and with it the seeds for a major 
public outreach effort — the BSA’s 
Affiliate Program. 


All of you who knew Lowell can remem- 
ber more than once when he had you in- 
volved in one program or another. Lowell 
brought everything into focus. I still recall 
in 1977 Lowell asking me if I would con- 
sider a national Board directorship — and 
two weeks later getting a telephone call 
from Hugh Jones in Connecticut. 
Through Lowell, Boston became a 
catalyst for our New England Region, and 
the Region, in turn, a strong voice in 
national AIA affairs. 


In all of this, Lowell was not a public per- 
son... but he did agree, in 1982-1984, to 
serve as President of the Council of 
Architectural Component Executives, in 
order to join me on the National AIA 
Board prior to my year as President. That 
effort made a difference for architects and 
the public all across this nation. 


Lowell did not finish that last year of his 
term. Stricken with a cruel paralysis con- 
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fining an alert mind, he struggled for ex- 
pression in vain. I remember I sent him 
the first copy of my AIA theme poster, 
“‘American Architecture and its Public,” 
and I learned that as he saw it placed on 
his wall, he spoke his first words since he 
became paralyzed, ‘‘AIA.”’ 


Lowell lived his life for others. The 
Boston Society of Architects and all archi- 
tects have shared the benefits of his 
energy. I know that I was most fortunate 
to share his counsel and advice. I know 
too it is better now for Lowell that the 
energy he could no longer direct is at rest. 
That energy has found its proper place in 
the Boston Foundation for Architecture 
and its Affiliate Program that Lowell 
cared for so much.

Who resolves owner-contractor 
disputes? 


This articles is presented by the BSA’s 
Professional Practice Committee as a part 
of its continuing series of articles on 
topics of interest to the profession. This 
month’s article was prepared by David J. 
Hatem, Esq., of Posternak, Blankstein 
and Lund (Boston). 


All information provided in this column is 
intended to be helpful; however, no one 
should act on it without verifying with 
her/his attorney or other advisor that this 
discussion is applicable to the facts of 
her/his situation. 


A recently decided case has imposed an 
important limitation on the scope of an 
architect’s authority, or jurisdiction, to 
interpret contract documents and resolve 
disputes between owner and contractor on 
public construction projects in Massachu- 
setts. The case in point, J. A. Sullivan 
Corp. vy. Commonwealth, was decided by 
the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
on June 25, 1986. 


Sullivan claimed that it had to use a more 
expensive method of removing ledge on 
the site than it had anticipated in its bid. 
After the excavation and removal work 
was completed, but long before the proj- 
ect as a whole was completed, Sullivan 
asked for extra compensation to cover the 
extra expense it claimed to have incurred. 
The architect approved some, but not all, 
of the request for additional compensa- 
tion. 


The construction contract in this case pro- 
vided that the architect should ‘‘decide all 
questions which may arise as to the con- 
duct, quantity, quality, equality, accep- 
tability, fitness and rate of progress of the 
several kinds of work and materials to be 
performed and furnished under the con- 
tract and shall decide all questions which 
may arise as to the interpretation of the 
plans and specifications and as to the 
fulfillment of this contract on the part of 
the contractor.’’ 


Unsatisfied, Sullivan later filed suit to 
recover (among other things) the balance 
of the extra compensation that it believed 
it was due for the ledge removal. The 
court awarded Sullivan $27,450 and the 
Commonwealth appealed on the basis that 
the architect’s decision on the matter was 
final and not subject to review by the 
Court. However, the Supreme Judicial 
Court held that, under the contract 
(quoted above), the architect did not have 
jurisdiction or authority to decide claims 
or disputes which were first presented to 
the architect after the work in question 
was done (even though the entire project 
has not yet been completed). Thus, it was 
permissible to request judicial considera- 
tion of the contractor’s claim. 
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Specifically, the Court said: ‘‘The archi- 
tect’s authority to direct the work as it 
progressed, and to interpret conclusively 
the plans and specifications and other 
contract documents for that purpose, is 
entirely distinct from any authority to 
resolve subsequent controversies about the 
[contractor’s] entitlement to be paid for 
work done without defiance of the archi- 
tect’s directions. Subsequent determina- 
tion of whether the [contractor’s] work 
met the contract requirements was for the 
judge, not the architect.”’ 


Obviously, a great deal depends on the 
language of individual contract clauses, 
however, Sullivan seems to say that an 
architect has no jurisdiction or authority 
to interpret contract documents or resolve 
disputes or claims if, at the time when the 
dispute or claim is first submitted to the 
architect, the applicable work is com- 
pleted (even though other work remains to 
be done to complete the project). 


Sullivan therefore restricts, probably un- 
necessarily, the authority of architects to 
resolve claims and disputes on construc- 
tion projects. The effect of the decision 
may be to encourage more lengthy, for- 
mal and costly dispute resolution alter- 
natives, such as the courts and arbitra- 
tion. Additionally, under the reasoning in 
Sullivan, the contractor may often be in a 
position unilaterally to decide on the 
scope of the architect’s authority by con- 
trolling the timing of when it presents 
disputes or claims. 


None of these things bode well, in 
general, for owners or, probably, archi- 
tects. Owners may be placed increasingly 
at the mercy of contractors and architects 
may not be accorded their traditional im- 
munity from suit for decisions made in 
good faith on issues such as those in ques- 
tion here. 


However, despite the legitimate concerns 
noted above, Sullivan is the law in Massa- 
chusetts and design professionals should 
be aware of the limitations imposed by 
that decision. 


Please note, however, that AIA docu- 
ments do not contemplate that in the nor- 
mal course the architect will make a final, 
unappealable decision. In fact, AIA docu- 
ments give the owner and contractor the 
right to go to arbitration if either of them 
do not like the architect’s decision. Fur- 
thermore, the contract language is quite 
different. Therefore, Sullivan may not be 
as restrictive as it first appears, if you 
establish contractually a system with 
language and provisions substantially 
similar to that in the AIA documents.
